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MAY OPEN BIG “DRIVE” AGAINST PAPER INDUSTRY 


Numerous Signs Appear to Indicate That Approaching Congress Will Concern Itself Considerably With Paper 
Matters—Date Is Expected to Be Announced This Week for the Joint Hearing of the News-print 


Manufacturers and the Newspaper Publishers—Paper Concerns Making Government Bids May 
Hereafter Be Required to Furnish Only a Bond in Place of Certified Check. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Washington, D. C., November 20, 1916.—It looks right now 
as though there might be a big “drive” at the coming session 
of Congress against the paper industry. There are a number of 
things that are just about to “break” that would lead one to 
that conclusion. First and foremost, it probably won’t be long 
after Congress convenes here in a couple of weeks, before the 
Federal Trade Commission will make its report on the news- 
print industry. If the report is not ready it probably will be 
asked for by Congress. Again, within the past few months, 
various of the government departments have advertised again 
and again for paper, and in many cases no bids at all have been 
forthcoming. While this in ‘itself may mean nothing to the 
paper mills, the fact is certainly being reported to certain of 
our very busy congressmen who are ever active against the 
paper trade. One of the most recent cases on record is that 
of the postal card bid by the Post Office Department. 

The fact that none or few bids are being received by the 
government will probably lead Representative Tavenner, of 
Illinois, to push to the limit his bill for a $1,000,000 government 
paper mill, which was introduced during the closing hours of 
the past Congress and which is now in committee. 

It is pretty well understood that the members of the Joint 
Committee on Printing are hostile, at least the majority of 
them, to the paper trade. Senator Fletcher, chairman, certainly 
is, as he has already publicly expressed himself as “going 
after” members of the trade. Therefore Tavenner will prob- 
ably have an active coworker in Senator Fletcher in trying to 
put through his paper mill bill. In addition Representative 
“Jim” Mann, also of Illinois, has expressed his sentiments 
against the paper trade and he also introduced a resolution, 
now pending before Congress, to have an investigation of the 
trade by Congress. In addition there are a number of other 
resolutions pending and now in committee, which have not 
been acted upon. 

While no one of these things is very serious in its nature, the 
whole lot of them combined is apt to bring out some inter- 
esting developments during this short session. 


No Date Set Yet for News-print Hearing 


Up to today no date has been set by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission for the joint hearing of the news-print manufacturers 
and the newspaper publishers which will be held in the near 
future. Some announcement is expected early this week. The 
date has not yet been set because of the fact that the Commis- 
sioners have not been able to “get together” for a meeting, 
owing to the sickness of one and the absence from the city of 
others. 

There have been no developments here in the situation 
during the past week save that the work of compiling the data 
collected is still going on. It is understood that a number of 
the men who have been working on the news print investiga- 
tion have been transferred to the new general paper investiga- 
tion, which was called for by the Fletcher resolution during 
the closing hours of the last session of Congress. 

It may be remembered that mention was made in the Paper 
TRADE JOURNAL some months ago that those employes of the 
Commission who were doing the field work on the news-print 
investigation also locked into the general paper situation at 





the mills that manufactured other beside print, so that 
it is assumed the Commission now has on hand at least some 
figures on which to proceed. The Commission has not yet 
taken any formal action on the Fletcher resolution.

It is probable that when Congress convenes the Commis- 
sioners may ask for a special appropriation to carry on this 
general paper investigation. At the time the resolution passed 
Chairman Hurley told your correspondent that there was little 
money available for this investigation. 

It is not probable, however, that any additional men will be 
employed to carry on the rew investigation. It is thought by 
officials of the Commission that those men who have just com- 
pleted, or are about to complete, their work on the news-print 
investigation, are better qualified to carry on the general paper 
investigation, than new men. 


May Require Only a Bond on Bids 


A feature of more than passing interest to paper concerns 
bidding on government supplies through the General Supply 
Committee, is now being discussed by members of the com- 
mittee in connection with the forthcoming specifications. 
Heretofore certified checks have been required by the commit- 
tee when bidding on paper under its schedule. Many paper 
concerns have felt that a bond only should be required. It is 
understood that up to this time the committee could not change 
this custom if it wanted to owing to a ruling made by the 
Treasury Department some years ago. However, it is now 
believed that Treasury Department officials would allow a 
change in the custom and therefore such a recommendation 
may be made by members of the committee. It is thought that 
under such a new rule more bidders on the paper schedule will 
be secured. 


Paper Schedule Practically Completed 


The specifications committee of the Joint Committee on 
Printing yesterday made a few minor final changes in the paper 
schedule of the Government Printing Office for the coming 
year. The schedule is now in galley proof and final revision 
will be made this week. 

It is understood that sometime the latter part of this week 
the chairman of the committee, F. C. Veitch, will write the 
specification committee’s report to the Joint Committee and 
within the next week or two final work will have been com- 
pleted on next year’s schedule unless the Joint Committee 
decides to make any changes. The first meeting of the Joint 
Committee will probably be during the first week that Con- 
gress convenes, December 4. 


Newlands Railroad Inquiry Begun 

Hearings were begun Monday at the capital by the Newlands 
Joint Committee, consisting of members of the House and Senate 
Committees on Interstate and Foreign Commerce, relative to 
the railroad situation. Representatives of various associations 
were present and asked for hearings. Up to to-day no paper 
association or representatives of paper interests have asked to 
be heard but it is understood that they will ask for a hearing 
in the course of a few days. 

Senator Newlands in making his formal statement at the open 
ing of the hearing announced that the scope of the inquiry would 
be of the widest. Railroad heads, railroad representatives, repre- 
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sentatives of public utilities generally, representatives of commer- 
cial bodies, publicists, economists, representatives of labor, and 
practically every one who is able to contribute thought to the 
committee have been invited to testify. Representatives of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and of state commissions, 
among others, are expected to testify. 

That the committee is to go into every phase of the transporta- 
tion question was emphasized by Senator Newlands. Rail, ocean, 
and river transportation, railroad credit, national incorporation, 
Federal control of Federal control as against State 
control, and a careful inquiry into Government ownership, are 


among the subjects ahead of the committee.

May Sue Paper Company 


It is understood on good authority that the Purchasing 
Officer of the Post Office Department, Mr. Edgerton, following 
several conferences with the solicitor of the department, has 
decided to sue the Champion Coated Paper Company, of 
Hamilton, Ohio, for default of contract, in furnishing the 
department with postal card paper. 

Proceedings will be begun against the Champion Company 
regardless of whether any satisfactory bids are received by the 
department at the opening to be held here next week. 


Horne Shops Busy on New Paper Machinery 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

LawreENcE, Mass., Nov. 20, 1916—The J. H. Horne & Sons 
Machinery Company of this city are to build a 116-inch Haper 
Fourdrinier machine for the Kalamazoo Vegetable Parchment 
Company of Kalamazoo, Mich. This machine will have twenty- 
three forty-eight-inch dryers, three presses and suction press, 
two stacks of calendars, two-drum upright reel and four-drum 
winder. The Fourdrinier will be 65x116 inches. The company 
will also furnish ten 1000-pound beating engines and four 1000- 
pound washing engines. 

This company is also making a 112-cylinder machine for the 
Ontario Paper Company, Limited, of Thorold, Can. This 
machine is about ready to ship. The company also is building a 
120-inch cylinder pulp machine for the Kingsport Pulp Corpora- 
tion of Kingsport, Tenn. 

The American Straw-Board Company is having built at the 
Horne shop nine 1200-pound iron side beaters, and the Henniker 
Fibre Company of Henniker, N. H., is having two leather board 
machines and four 800-pound beating engines made by this com- 
pany. 

The Horne Company has shipped to the Berlin Manufacturing 
Company of Newark, N. J., a special machine for the manufac- 
ture of celluloid and transparent papers. 


Form National Industrial Conference Board 


Organization embracing 15,000 employers united in New York 
last week through an organization, to be known as the National 
Industrial Conference Board, in a movement to improve indus- 
trial conditions in this country. The organization was announced 
at the twentieth annual convention of the National Founders’ Asso- 
ciation, held at the Waldorf-Astoria. he American Paper & Pulp 
Association is among the organizations forming the board. 


The Mt. Tom Sawmill at Mt. Tom, Mass., which for years has 
supplied the Mount Tom Sulphite Pulp Company with logs for 
making sulphite pulp, was closed last week after being in opera- 
tion for nearly a half century. That the mill would be shut down 
was announced as inevitable last winter, when it was found that 
the upper Connecticut river territory offered little lumber. 
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International Announces New Price 


In an interview with a representative of the Paper TRADE Jour- 
NAL Vice-president Lyman of the International Paper Company 
gave out the following statement regarding the company’s price 
on news print for the coming year. 

“All paper will be sold f. o. b. mill at a price which will make 
it cost the publisher at destination 3%c. This price will be effective 
in a zone covering most of the territory supplied by the Inter- 
national. Our new price is equivalent to a price of 3.10 net, at 
mill. We have been forced to scale our tonnage down extensively 
in order to bring the requirements of our customer’s within the 
company’s capacity.” 


News Print Hearing May Be Set for December 4 


[SPECIAL TO THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ] 

WASHINGTON, November 22, 1916—Following a conference of 
the Federal Trade Commission announcement was made that the 
date for hearing of the news print manufacturers and newspaper 
men had not been set. It is probable that the date will be set 
tomorrow or next day. Frank B. Glass, acting president, L. B. 
Palmer, secretary, and H. F. McIntyre, paper expert of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Association were present at the 
conference and tendered any information that the commissioners 
wished. 

It is understood on good authority that the commissioners are 
trying to set the date of the hearing for the week of December 4. 


$4,000,000 Pulp Mill for Fredericton 


St. Joun, N. B., November 20, 1916—Fraser’s (Ltd.) is con- 
sidering the question of erecting a pulp mill at Fredericton or in 
the country of Northumberland. If its plans are carried out the 
mill will be built and operated by a separate company with a 
capitalization of $4,000,000, and the plant will be one of the finest 
in Canada. Archibald Fraser informs the press that several sites 
for the mill are under consideration. The Nashwaak Pulp & Pa- 
per Company, which bought the mills and lands of the Partington 
Pulp & Paper Company, this winter, will cut 20,000,000 feet, com- 
pared with 16,000,000 feet last winter. The higher prices for pulp 
and paper have given a new impetus to the industry. A great 
development of the Canadian pulp and paper industry is predicted. 


Writing Paper Manufacturers Meet 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Hotyoxe, Mass., November 22, 1916—The bi-monthly meeting 
of the Writing Paper Manufacturers’ Association, which has a 
membership of representatives of practically every writing paper 
mill in the country was held at the Nonotuck Hotel yesterday. 
Only “routine business” was on the programme for discussion. James 
G. Taylor, president of the Taylor-Logan Company and treasurer 
of the New York-New England Company of this city, who is 
president of the Writing Paper Manufacturers’ Association, stated 
that the writing paper mills of the country were well represented 
at the meeting, and that more than forty members of the organiza- 
tion were present. “Routine business” only was gone over, and 
nothing of any special significance was brought up. The attendance 
was somewhat greater than usual, Mr. Taylor attributing this to 
the fact that many of the writing paper manufacturers of other 
parts of the country were glad of an opportunity to attend the 
meeting, being desirous of visiting the “paper city.” 

The last meeting of this association, Mr. Taylor stated was held 
at Niagara Falls, at which a plan was accepted that did away with 
odd lots of writing papers and set a new table of sizes and weights. 
So “dull” was the meeting yesterday that not even this important 
step so recently taken by the Writing Paper Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation was referred to. 
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REACH CREST OF DEMAND 
FOR NEWS PRINT PAPER 





News-print Manufacturers’ Association’s Monthly Report Shows 
That Shipments After Constantly Increasing for a Year 
Were Practically the Same in October, 1916 as in 
October, 1915—Storage Stocks November | Were a 
Little Higher Than They Were a Month Ago, and It Is 
to Be Expected That They Will Increase From This Time 
on Rather Than Diminish. 


In the report of the News-print Manufacturers’ Association 
of the production of and shipment for October just issued by 
Secretary G. F. Steele, the interesting fact is disclosed that the 
demand which has been constantly increasing for the past year 
probably reached its crest last month. The report is as follows: 

“IT hand you herewith a statement showing the production 
and shipments of news print paper for the month of October, 
1916, and prior months, as reported to this office by the 43 
companies which make reports of their production and ship- 
ments to us regularly. 


A Year of Unprecedented Demand 


“After several years of slack demand and unprofitable busi- 
ness, the demand for news print paper increased to a tre- 
mendous extent very suddenly and unexpectedly in the month 
of October last year. We have therefore experienced a year 
of unprecedented and unequaled demand, and the report for the 
month of October, 1916, shows that the shipments were practi- 
cally the same in October, 1916, as they were in October, 1915. 
All previous reports sent out from this office have shown 
largely increased consumption of news print paper during the 
months of 1916 as compared with the consumption shown for 
the preceding year. We have now, however, completed the 
circle. 

“All mills have been running for twelve months practically 
at maximum capacity and have been shipping even more than 
they have made, as is shown by the gradual reduction of stor- 
age stocks throughout the year. Storage stocks on November 
1 are a little higher than they were a month ago, and it is to 
be expected that they will increase from this time on rather 
than diminish, as the storage stocks have recently been at a 
point so low as to be exceedingly dangerous and undesirable. 


Probably Now at Crest of Demand 


“It is probable that we are now at the crest of the demand. 
Fall advertising is now undoubtedly at its zenith, and is more 
likely to decrease from this time on than to increase, and after 
the holidays we may expect a decided diminution in the 
demand for news print paper. It is greatly to be hoped that we 
may be able to build up storage stocks during the Winter 
months in anticipation of the demand during the Spring 
months of 1917. All of those who read this communication 
appreciate undoubtedly that the use of news print paper 
increases materially in the Spring and Fall months owing to 
the increase of advertising and increase of circulation during 
those two periods of the year. 

“You will observe that during the first ten months of the year 
1916 the mills reporting to this association have produced 
91.2 per cent. of the maximum productive capacity of these 
mills, and have shipped 93.1 per cent. of the same productive 
capacity. We have emphasized so often in these letters the 
explanation of the maximum productive capacity of the mills 
that I have not thought it was necessary to continue to 


reiterate these explanations further. I have recently been 
somewhat shocked to read an article published in Daily Financial 
America, New York, October 20, 1916, entitled ‘11 P. C. Ineffi- 
cient.’ This publication stands too high in the financial world to 
warrant one in jumping at the conclusion that the erroneous state- 
ments contained in this article were arrived at through anything 
except ignorance. The article reads as follows: 


Erroneous View of Productive Capacity 

“*The latest report of the News-print Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, viewed in the light of the agitation that is stirring the 
newspaper world owing to the threatened scarcity of paper, is 
an interesting study in judging methods of manufacturing. 
For some months past publishers the country over have been 
flooded with statistics showing the constantly dwindling stock 
of paper on hand in the mills and calling attention to the 
increasing demand. Suggestions have been made a-plenty, in 
order to effect a saving in the use of this material. That there 
is a waste there is no doubt, but on the other hand recent 
figures show that the millers are not keeping their production 
up to the demand. 

“In 1915 the manufacturers were about 19 per cent. below 
their maximum production capacity. They have added about 8 
per cent. to their effort to meet demand since then, leaving 
them today 11 per cent. short of true efficiency. Prices have 
been advanced from 50 to 100 per cent. while the stocks on 
hand have dwindled almost 50 per cent. There is some reason 
for a reasonable advance in price, in that pre-war prices were 
too low and the cost of raw materials since has gone up. 
Whether the full price demanded is justifiable is a moot question 
that peace times alone will reveal. 

“*The scarcity of paper, however, cannot be proven by the 
News-print Manufacturers’ figures. A smaller stock on hand 
can be shown, notwithstanding an increase in output; still, if 
capacity manufacture were sought the stock on hand at present 
could be made twice that of last year, instead of only half the 
amount. The 11 per cent. that is still under maximum capacity, 
if turned into actual output, would equal 10,000 tons per month, 
which, if stored for the months of the current year, would give 
the millers 127,000 tons on hand instead of 37,000 tons. This 
would certainly remove the dark clouds which at present are 
being pushed over the publishers’ horizon. 

“‘Coupled to this the matter of news print exports is to be 
seriously considered. The home market is being blamed for 
the excessive waste while, as a matter of fact, new customers 
are entering the field for our paper products and being accommo- 
dated and this to the detriment of home buyers. Canadian 
mills are not only working within 3% per cent. of their capacity, 
but they have increased their maximum whereas the American 
mills have decreased the latter. Our neighbors also show only 
a 25 per cent. decrease in stocks on hand—and this in a country 
where war means sacrifice. 

“*We have called attention to these facts, because the same 
methods are pursued in most of our industries. Maximum 
capacity is seldom attained, because of either ignorance or 
design. Judging from the reports of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission we will assume that it is the former. This is a grave 
fault and one that we must quickly overcome. Economists have 
previously stated that our manufacturers were not within 35 
per cent. of their efficient working capacity, even in normally 
good-times. This is too big a margin of sloth to ask the public 
to bear. It must be overcome. The best and shortest method 
is to seek foreign trade, where competition will teach costs and 
at the same time take surplus products. This does not mean 
that we must sacrifice the home market for new fields, but 
that the added trade will enable us to manufacture more effi-

ciently and thus price our goods so that they will remain 


within reach of both markets.’ 


What the Figures Are Based On 


“Of course the manufacturers of news print paper understand 
that the arbitrary figures showing the maximum productive 
capacity of each mill are based on the amount of news print 
paper which can be produced by each mill running under ideal 
conditions, and that when any untoward events, such as fires, 
strikes, drought, flood, accidents or interruptions of manufac- 
ture of any kind occur (as they are occurring continually in 
every plant), the performance falls short of maximum capacity 
to that extent. It is generally understood among manufac- 
turers that a production of 93 per cent. of maximum production 
is about normal productive capacity. 

“Furthermore, the statistical situation is complicated this year 
due to the fact that quite a number of the mills have been 
running on other ies of paper than news print paper owing 


to the fact that these grades of paper are more profitable to 
them than the production of news print paper, and while 
mills are all running at the top of their capacity, the 
turned out is not all news print paper.

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PRICES OF PULP AND PAPER 
STILL INCREASE IN CANADA 


Hardly a Week Passes Without Some Fresh Advance Being 
Announced—Movement of Pulp and Paper from Canada 
to the United States Is Seriously Hampered by Lack of 
Co-operation Between American and Canadian Railways 
—Thought the International Paper Company May Be 
Planning Some Big Scheme for Developing Mills Within 
Reach of Its Big Quebec Timber Limits.

MontTREAL, Que., November 20, 1916.—The price of all kinds of 
pulp and paper continues te soar. Hardly a week passes by without 
some fresh advance being announced. Ground wood pulp, which 
not very long ago was a drug in the market at around $14 or 
$15 per ton, is now in eager demand, and some claim that almost 
any quantity could be sold for at least $40 per ton at the mill. 
Sulphite pulp, for which many thought $60 would be the outside 
limit in any rise that might occur, is now selling around $100—it 
is impossible to quote exact figures, for the price changes almost 
every day. Book papers are so high in price that many business 
firms in the habit of issuing catalogues are almost staggered at the 
estimates for next year’s productions, which estimates, by the 
way, are only approximate, as the mills will guarantee no price on 
paper except the price on the date of delivery. The price of 
kraft paper is in the vicinity of $160 per ton, compared with a 
normal price of $80 or less. In every instance the demand ex- 
ceeds the supply. It is hardly surprising that paper companies 
are now reaping rich rewards, and that paper stocks are soaring 


Lack of Co-operation Between Railroads 

The movement of pulp and paper from Canada to the United 
States is being seriously hampered by the lack of co-operation 
between the Canadian and American railways. Matters have come 
to such a pass now that the Canadian roads are actually afraid to 
permit any Canadian cars to make journeys to American destina- 
tions, because the possibilities are that they will never be re- 
turned. Thus, in most instances, the railways are insisting that 
American cars be sent forward for shipments of pulp and paper, 
otherwise they will delay shipments until enough American cars 
are on hand to move the merchandise. The cause of this state 
of things is the acute shortage of cars in the United States, to- 
gether with an equally acute shortage of cars in Canada. The 
railways have regulations by which a small charge per day is made 
for demurrage, with the object of getting cars returned promptly. 
When there are more than enough cars for the business, this 
works well, but when, as now, there is a car shortage, the railway 
that gets a competitor’s car sticks to it as long as possible, and 
finds such cars cheap at the price of the nominal daily demurrage 
charge. It is estimated that at the present time there are no fewer 
than 75,000 Canadian cars in the United States, and about half as 
many American cars in Canada, and in both countries the com- 
panies will hang on to these cars as long as possible, as rolling 
stock is at a premium, and cars are as negotiable as dollar bills. 
It is declared here that there is much delay in both import and 
export business because of the way in which the railways distrust 
each other over the car question. The point emphasized by the 
PAPER TRADE JOURNAL editorially a few weeks ago—namely, that 
railways which hold themselves up, as an institution, as models 
of efficiency, ought not to permit such a state of things to con- 
tinue—has been favorably commented on by many news print men 
here. 

Nothing definite has been heard here for some time regarding 


the new paper mills which the International Paper Company an- 
nounced some time ago they were about to erect in Canada. It 
is thought that the company is planning to connect up with some 
existing enterprise in Canada, and to launch into a big scheme 
for developing Canadian mills within reasonable reach of their big 
timber limits in Quebec. Meanwhile other big developments are 
foreshadowed, and the wise profess to see some significance in the 
fact that Mr. Bothwell, the managing director of the recently 
reorganized Brompton Pulp & Paper Company, has now been 
made a director of the reorganized Remington Pulp & Paper 
Company, of Watertown, N. Y. J. N. Greenshields, the president 
of the Wayagamack Pulp & Paper Company, is one of the leading 
financiers in the Brompton Company, and it is thought possible 
that these two companies may now be about to work in affiliation 
with interests in New York State. 


Many Plans for New Mills 


Plans for new mills and extensions are going ahead merrily in 
all directions. At a meeting of the shareholders of the Howard 
Smith Paper Company, held in Montreal, the proposals for the 
enlargement of the company through the purchase of the Crab- 
tree Mills, were sanctioned, together with the authorization of 
the issue of $50,000 common stock to provide for the extensions 
Shareholders are asked to subscribe to the common stock at & 
The sulphite plant of the North American Pulp & Paper Com- 
pany, at Chandler, Que., is about to be doubled. Its present capacity 
is 240,000 pounds of dry sulphite every 24 hours. The ratepayers 
of Port Arthur, Ont., have ratified by an overwhelming vote the 
agreement of the city with A. G. McIntyre, of Montreal and 
Toronto, by which the latter, representing interests which already 
have four pulp mills in Canada, will build in Port Arthur a 150-ton 
pulp mill, with a news print mill attached. The pulp mill, which is 
to cost $1,000,000, is to be completed within three years. The 
municipality has given a site of 100 acres, with no exemptions 
from taxes and no other bonus. J. Ford & Co., of Portneuf, 
Que., who are operating the oldest paper mill now operating in 
Canada, have decided to double the capacity of their plant. They 
are now manufacturing building and roofing papers. 


Demand for Hydro-Electric Power 


There is an enormous demand throughout Eastern Canada for 
hydro-electric power, consequent on the exceptional activity in 
all lines of manufacturing, and especially the activity in pulp and 
paper mills and munition factories. The various power com- 
panies are taxed to their utmost to keep pace with demand. In the 
Shawinigan district it is almost impossible to give all the power 
demanded. The completion of the storage dam now being built 
by the government in the St. Maurice river will add materially to 
the power resources in 1917, but little relief can be expected in the 
meantime. As one consequence of this great demand, the Sha- 
winigan Water & Power Company have made arrangement with 
the Laurentide Company whereby additional power will be taken 
from the latter much faster than was first intended. Under the 
contract between the two companies Shawinigan has been taking 
25,000 h. p. from Laurentide, but this is rapidly being added to 
This year the Shawinigan Company has spent $1,500,000 in the 
construction of new plants which are now beginning to take power. 


Of these a new electro-chemical plant is the most important. There 
will be increased demands as soon as the mill of the St. Maurice 
Paper Company, now under construction, is completed rhe 


doubling of the Donnacona Paper Company’s plant has also made 
a considerable call on power from Shawinigan. By the way, J. 
E. Aldred, the president of the Shawinigan Water & Power Com- 
pany, has just given out an interview in which he expresses the 
view held by many paper men. He said: “I think that you are 
fast approaching a dangerous condition of inflation here; to some 
extent the same is true of New York. But certainly here | con-

This arrangement 
forces the two rolls together, and serves to maintain them in 
proper alignment to each other. The new plan has been 
found to be a great improvement. It entirely obviates the 
trouble, which in the ordinary machine has been the cause 
of so many patent doctor blades, for this particular place.

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MONTHLY DIGEST OF WORLD 
PAPER AND PULP MARKETS 


Stocks Are Still Low, But There Is Very Little Offering and 
Prices Are Nominal Ones, Except in England Where a 
Slight Easing Off Is Reported—Effect of the Stocks Held 
in England and the Hopes of the Raising of the Swedish 
Embargo Has Been Felt in Norway and the Pulp Markets 
Are Generally Weaker—Mills Have Plenty of Orders 
Especially from the United States. 





The following monthly digest of the paper and chemical and 
mechanical pulp markets of the world has just been sent out 
by G. F. Steele, secretary of the News-Print Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation :— 

There is practically no change to report in the pulp and paper 
markets of the world. Stocks are still low, but there is very little 
offering, and prices are nominal ones, except in England, where 
a slight easing off in prices is reported. 

The trade papers have taken quite an interest in the production 
of pulp and paper in countries heretofore little exploited for 
the manufacture. Investigations and timber explanations have 
been made in Argentina, Uruguay, Brazil, Tasmania, Philippines, 
Egypt, India, etc., and new paper-making woods have been found, 
applicable principally, however, to other grades than news print. 

In India there are seven mills, operating sixteen machines and 
producing some 35,000 tons yearly, against the country’s require- 
ments of 112,000 tons. The principal raw materials are Sabai 
grass, wood pulp, which is imported to the extent of about 14,000 
tons yearly, rags, and bamboo. England, Norway and Sweden 
have been the principal exporters, but Japan is making an effort 
tc obtain the market. 

Argentina has heavily protected with tariff the grades of paper 
than can be manufactured in the country, and the imports of wood 
pulp have increased to over 25,000 tons annually. Scandinavia 
lost the hold she had obtained here and in Brazil during the past 
few years, due to transportation difficulties, and most of the pulp 
is being brought in from the United States and Canada. White 
wrapping and inferior qualities of book paper constitute most of 
the paper output. 

Spain 

There is nothing new in the Spanish market, as conditions have 
become very nearly normal, due to the Government purchase of 
paper supplies for the press of the country. 


Italy 

Italy, according to the World’s Paper Trade Review, has 
gone a step further than the appointment of an Industrial 
Commission to regulate the paper industry during the present 
shortage of materials. The Minister of Agriculture lately 
appointed a Commission to inquire into the best means of devel- 
oping the production of wood pulp in the country, and it is quite 
possible that a very large Government paper mill will be built. 

Italian imports of chemical pulp dropped off from 95,000 tons 
in 1913 to 65,000 tons in 1915, and mechanical from 10,500 tons 
in 1913 to 3,000 tons in 1915, largely due to the cutting off of 
supplies from Germany and Austria. Scandinavian countries are 
making a great effort to establish themselves in Italy, and are 
meeting with success, as credits have been satisfactorily arranged. 

The price of news print paper for the three months ending with 
October was $148.82 per ton, but the price for subsequent deliv- 
eries has not yet come to hand. 


France 


According to the World’s Paper Trade Review, London, 










England, the French newspapers have agreed to reduce by 
one-half the size of their pages and also on two days of each 
week to cut the journals down to two pages each. This move 
was found necessary because of the difficulty of obtaining labor, 
pulp, waste paper, and wire cloth, and it is estimated that the 
arrangement will represent a saving to the papers of over $19%,- 
000 a month. France’s requirements under normal conditions 
are about 260,000 tons of mechanical and 200,000 tons of chemical 
pulp, a part of which before the war came from Germany and 
Austria.

The decrease in demand and also the hope that an amicable 
arrangement would be made between the Governments of England 
and Sweden were forerunners of a general slackening in the 
prices of most grades of paper and pulp. M. G. Sulphite papers 
of various weights, cap and envelope, ochre glazed and nature 
brown, leather boards, easy bleaching sulphite and soda pulps, 
mechanical, especially moist, and news, all showed an easier ten- 
dency. The export trade also lost a great deal of its briskness. 
Toward the middle and end of October the standard pulps and 
news print strengthened in spite of the dullness and lack of trad- 
ing, and it is believed that when buyers come on the market again 
they will find makers’ prices very stiff, especially with paper 
import licenses officially reduced by one-half instead of one-third. 

The Swedish wood pulp makers are standing firmly with the 
Government in its attitude toward the embargo on wood pulp 
exports to England. They deeply deplore a severance of the 
established connections with their English customers, but feel 
strongly that the British Government should be willing to grant 
a compensation for the export of Swedish wood pulp, as the other 
combating nations have done. While wood pulp from United 
States and Canada is being obtained in England at a lower price 
than the Norwegians are willing to make, the quantity is small 
and has not so far softened Norway’s price, so it appears as 
though an amicable agreement between England and Sweden can 
be reached only through an alteration of the former’s policy in 
regard to her export of coal. 


Sweden 

According to Svensk Pappers Tidning, Stockholm, Sweden, the 
United Paper Mill at their annual meeting at Copenhagen de- 
clared a dividend of 16 per cent. reported on the prospects of 
future profits as follows: 

“It is difficult to express any opinion in this respect as the 
question is very much dependent on the continuance of the war, 
and other conditions about which it is impossible at this time to 
give any opinion. The Board thinks that the good results of 
the past year do not justify the supposition that this will be the 
case during the following year, as after the end of the war a 
considerable fall in paper prices can be expected. The Board 
believes also that the increased demand for paper which has 
prevailed has not been caused by increased consumption, but that 
the paper dealers and consumers have desired to increase their 
supplies on account of rising papr prices.” 

The opinion that another large profit is not assured for next 
year is probably based more on the possibility of a curtailment 
of production than a falling off of demand and prices. It is now 
announced that export licenses for Norwegian pyrites will not 
be given for more than 40 per cent. of the customary annual sup- 
ply and in addition to this the price for the Norwegian product 
has increased so much that it is hardly cheaper for the Swedish 
mills to buy than pure sulphur from North America. Chemical 
pulp prices in Sweden are very strong as a _ consequence. 
Affarsvarlden, Stockholm, Sweden, quoting sulphite from $87.53 
to $97.25 and sulphate $102.11 to $104.54 per short ton F. O. B. net 
cash against documents. The United States market is. still 
attracting Swedish sulphite, and during the second week in Octo- 
ber 6,000 to 7,000 tons were sold to American importers at $89.95 
to $97.25 F. O. B. net cash. Sweden is offering very little mechan- 
ical pulp and prices are quoted at last month’s level, $47.41 to 
$48.€2 per short ton F. O. B. net cash for dry and $29.71 for wet. 
A large sale of dry mechanical is reported by the World’s Paper 
Trade Review, London, England, for delivery during 1917 at 
$43.76 per short ton F. O. B. inclusive of ordinary agent’s com- 
mission. 





Norway 

According to Tidsskrift for Papirindustri, Christiania, Norway, 
the effect of the stocks held in England and the hopes of the 
raising of the Swedish Embargo has felt in 
and pulp markets generally are weaker. The mills, however, 
have plenty of old orders to keep them busy, especially from 
the United States, and have not sold at the lower prices offered, 
The market for paper continues rather dull, but makers maintain 
their quotations, and as there are now several signs indicating a 
decided betterment, there are no prospects of prices being reduced, 
In fact, the general opinion is that in the course of a few weeks 
there will be a brisk demand for papers and pulps of all sorts. 
Dry mechanical is quoted at $43.76 f. o. b.; 50 per cent. moist 
mechanical at $24.31 to $29.17, and again this paper and also 
Farmand, Christiania, Norway, omit chemical pulp quotations, 
simply stating that the market is quiet and firm. 


been Norway, 


All of the Norwegian peper trade journals report at length on 
the labor situation, as it seems to be the principal worry of the 
industry. The whole shortage of labor, according to the Far- 
mand, is caused by the failure of the population to increase in 
proportion with the growth of the industries. Farms are being 
more intensely worked, plants are being extended and new indus- 
tries are coming into the country with the result that wages and 
the general scale of living of the laboring class have gone up 
enormously. The labor have been responsible for the 
cutting of the working time and have also systematically tried 
to keep labor production low. As a this 
authority states, on the average the laborer in Norway does not 
produce more than 75 per cent. of the work per day that he did 
a few years ago. The war has created such a demand for Nor- 
wegian products that manufacturers are overbidding each other 
for labor, and wages have followed the law of supply and demand. 
The pulp and paper industry has been a heavy sufferer and with 
this condition prevailing, Germany consuming everything that 
Sweden can supply, shipping facilities poor and rates high, and 
a constant increase in demand, the paper trade journals are very 
optimistic in regard to next year’s prices

Upholds Carbon Paper Patents 


Patents on carbon and wax paper coating machinery and the 
methods employed in making both articles, obtained by Charles 
W. Mayer of 446 Alexander Street, Rochester, N. Y., were 
upheld in a decision handed down recently by United States 
Judge John R. Hazel in District Court in Buffalo. The decision 
ends a three and a half years’ litigation instituted by Mr. 
Mayer against Albert and Henry Mutschler and Daniel J. 
Coatley and the Rochester Wax Paper Company, all of Roch- 
ester, for infringement of his patents. 

While Mr. Mayer was traveling in Europe, it was alleged by 
the plaintiff in the action, the Rochester Wax Paper Company 
of North Water Street copied the patented machinery for coat- 
ing carbon and wax paper and commenced the manufacture and 
sale of the device. Upon Mr. Mayer’s learing of the act, the 
infringement suit was begun at once. The trial was started in 
March, 1913, and final briefs were submitted and argued before 
Judge Hazel in the September term of District Court in Canan- 
daigua. 

In his decision, Judge Hazel upholds Mr. Mayer’s position 
on all claims asked for in the patents. The decision also bars 
the defendants from using the method of coating carbon and 
wax paper, which involves the use of Mr. Mayer’s machinery. 
The case was tried for the plaintiff by Dominick & Ryan of 
Buffalo and for the defendants by Church & Rich of Rochester.

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HANNAS SECURE CONTROL OF 
REMINGTON PAPER COMPANY 


Mark A. Hanna II and Carl H. Hanna, Sons of Dan Hanna 
of Cleveland, Now in Watertown, Where They Will 
Devote Their Attention to Learn the Paper Business from 
Every Angle—Meeting of Stockholders to Be Held at 
Once, After Which New Officers Will Be Elected— 


Claims of the Taggart Paper in Court—Carthage Paper 
Company Remembers Employees for Thanksgiving. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., November 20, 1916.—That the Daniel R. 
Hanna people have secured a controlling interest in the Remington 
Paper & Power Company has been announced in the Cleveland 
Leader, a publication controlled by the Hannas, and it seems to 
be verified by reports undenied here. It became known here last 
week that the original $400,000 put into the purchase of stock in 
the local concern has been almost, if not entirely, doubled. The 
report was that $750,000 had been invested by the Hanna interests, 
and a later report has the figure $800,000, and this is a statement 
by one of the men most interested in the deal. 

At the time the first installment was subscribed the Remington 
family here had not accepted cash for stock. Since that time they 
have taken advantage of the opportunity to either remain or sell 
out, and have taken cash. While the exact amount paid them is 
not divulged, it is said by those in a position to know that the 
figure was somewhere around $600,000. It is believed that here 
is where a second installment from the Hanna interests came in. 

Mark A. Hanna II. and Carl H. Hanna, sons of Dan Hanna 
and grandsons of the late Mark A. Hanna, are both in Watertown, 
having arrived early last week, and they are to take up their

residence here. Both will have a position on the directorate of 
the paper company. Mark H., the elder, is to hold a position in 
the financial department, and Carl is taking up the operating 
department. Both will devote their attentions to learning the 
business in every angle, although neither will take off his coat for 
the overalls. 

Associated with Messrs. Hanna are President Mark S. Wilder, 
who is expected to be continued in this office, Bermingham & Sea- 
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man, paper brokers of New York and Chicago, James Whelan 
of Port Arthur, who has large interests in the paper and wood 
pulp industry in British Columbia; William P. Leach, vice-presi- 
dent and general manager of the Cleveland Company, publisher 
of the Cleveland Leader, Cleveland News, and others; J. A. Levins 
of Cleveland, who is auditor of the Cleveland Company and will 
be auditor of the Remington Paper & Power Company and the 
Champion Paper Company 


New Officers to Be Elected 
Up to the present time there has been no meeting of the stock- 
holders to elect the new directors, but Mr. Wilder stated that this 
would be done at once and then the new officers would be 
elected. 
Another feature that has been a subject of speculation unsolved 
is the question as to whether the Manufacturers Paper Company

still retains stock in the company. Mr. Wilder was interrogated 


upon this point and refused either to affirm or deny. It is believed 
that the stock formerly held by this concern is still so held. It 
is known that an effort was made to buy up outstanding stock, 
and that the Manufacturers paid as low as 85 and as high as 
125 for this stock. 

People who have been mixed up in this Remington deal say 
that it has been one of the most complicated examples of high 
finance they have ever tried to understand. They claim that there 
are all sorts of ramifications to the deal, and they simply throw 
up their hands when asked just where matters stand, and who is 
who. But it is definitely established beyond a doubt that the 
Hannas are in control. 

The Hanna brothers are just beginning to get settled in their 
new line of work. Just what positions they will fill in the official 
personnel of the company has not been made public. It is not 
expected until after the new directors take office and the officers 
are elected. They are still residing at the New Woodruff Hotel, 
not having been able to locate any other desirable residence. It 
is expected that they will bcome citizens of Watertown and add 
materially to the select social set here.

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HOLYOKE MILLS INTERESTED 
IN THE TRAFFIC SITUATION 


Increased Demurrage Charges Originally Scheduled for 


December | Postponed Until After a Hearing Has Been 
Given Protestants—New Tariff on All Grades of Paper 
Shipped to the Pacific Coast Will Be Effective December 
30—American Appoints New Superintendents—Beebe- 
Holbrook Paper Co. and the Nonotuck Paper Co. Make 
Improvements—Keith Paper Co. to Build Additions. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Hotyoxke, Mass., November 20, 1916.—There is no cloud without 
its silver lining. While the paper manufacturers in this city and 
throughout New England are having a hard time of it in trying 
to get shipments of raw materials on scheduled time, and while 
traffic conditions show every indication of getting worse rather 
than better during the coming winter months, P. J. Dowd, man- 
ager of the Holyoke Traffic Bureau, informed the writer today 
that he has received notification from the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to the effect that the protested changes and sub- 
stantially increased charges in demurrage scheduled to become 
automatically effective December 1, had been postponed by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, pending the findings of a hear- 
ing to be given the protestants, at which they will be asked to 
substantiate their protests that the detention of cars is more charge- 
able to the railroads than to the consignees or shippers. 

The protests filed last week with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission were those made by the Holyoke Traffic Bureau, the 
Hampden County Traffic Association and the New England De- 
murrage Committee, the latter including nearly 100 representatives 
of commercial and manufacturing enterprises in New England. 
Mr. Dowd is one of the members of the executive committees that 
formulated the protests, and will, this week, notify the Holyoke 
paper manufacturers and other shippers and receivers of freight, 
whom he represented, that the proposed new rates have been 
suspended. 

The proposed new changes and charges in the demurrage rates 
were radical ones, and would, if allowed to become effective, prove 
another hardship to the manufacturers. The New England De- 
murrage Committee will, in all probability, request the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to give a hearing to the protestants in 
Boston. 

Mr. Dowd stated, today, that he had attended the meeting of 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce, at Boston, on Saturday, at 
which a lengthy discussion concerning the embargo and demurrage 
situations took place. The Boston Chamber of Commerce, Mr. 
Dowd says, was impressed with the fact that the New England 
manufacturers and shippers were facing a serious proposition the 
coming winter. It was generally agreed that while the railroads 
had a right to lay down more rigid rules as far as demurrage 
was concerned, that the fault could not be entirely laid to the 
shipper or receiver. To put it in a nutshell, the railroad facilities 
are inadequate to meet the demands of the manufacturers. 


New Tariff to Pacific Coast 


The local paper mills through the Holyoke Traffic Bureau 
today received notification that the transcontinental lines have 
notified the Interstate Commerce. Commission that on December 
30, a new tariff on all grades of paper shipped to the Pacific 
coast cities will be effective. The increase is twenty cents per 
hundred. A tremendous tonnage of paper products leaves 
Holyoke for the Pacific coasts, and while this new increase will 
mean more expense, it is nevertheless considerably less than was 
originally proposed. Last June the railroads asked for an increase

running up to 100 per cent. in some cases. These rates were 
suspended after vigorous protests and were later withdrawn. The 
new rates represent a compromise between the shippers and rail- 
roads. The local paper manufacturers will find the new classifi- 
cations effected as follows: 

Crass 1580-A.—Adding machine books, blanks, scrap and stub 
file, school composition books, card-board, including cut cards not 
printed, cloth lined, coin wrappers, envelopes in boxes, fly or 
insect, disc plates or sheets, folders, filing gummed in boxes, 
labels ledger, lithographed, lunch sets, viz:—napkins and table 
cloths, monotype oiled board, papeteries, paper cloth or cloth 
lined tablets, writing paper, plain or ruled. Present rate 90c, new 
rate $1.10. 

Crass 1600-A.—Paper boxes, pulp board, fiber board or straw 
board, including corrugated plain or waterproof, present carload 
rating 85c, new rate $1.05. 

Crass 1604-A.—Wall paper, sample books, 
present carload rating 90c, new rate $1.10.

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MIAMI VALLEY IS CONCERNED 
OVER SHORT COAL AND CARS 


Probes Into the Situations That Are Now Being Carried on 
Will It Is Believed Benefit Shippers and Manufacturers— 
E. T. Gardner of the Colin Gardner Paper Co. Speaks 
for Railroad Company in Case at Middletown—Receiver 
of the Dayton Paper Bottle Co. Files His Final Account- 


ing in the Common Pleas Court—Yale-Princeton Football 
Results Watched With Interest. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Dayton, Ohio, November 20, 1916.—The car and coal shortage 
situation has held a prominent place in the affairs of the week. In 
addition to the local investigation which was conducted by a 
committee appointed by the Greater Dayton Association, interest 
centered in Interstate Commerce Commissioner McChord’s probe 
at Louisville. Traffic Manager Robinson of the G. D. A. has kept 
in touch with both probes and is satisfied that shippers and manu- 
facturers will benefit from the revelations. Mr. Robinson stated 
that his visit to Louisville disclosed that many coal gondolas were 
being used to ship automobiles and articles of kindred manufac- 
ture and that coal-carrying roads unquestionably were having real 
difficulties in procuring the necessary quota of cars. 

The Ohio Utilities Commission has requested all roads operating 
in the State to file details of all embargoes issued on all cars, 
loaded or empty. This information is desired to aid the commis- 
sion in taking steps to eliminate the existing car shortage and it 
will be used in preventing a repetition of present conditions. The 
Erie Railway Company notified the commission that of the 225 
coal cars at stations and en route over one division on Novem- 
ber 3, 172 were held at Akron. Some of the cars were held for 
twenty-two days and others were detained from eleven to nine- 
teen days. The commission sent representatives to Akron, where 
it was reported 1000 cars were on the sidings, an embargo having 
been issued by the B. & O. railroad. On account of the alleged 
embargo, the city of Akron faced a coal shortage. Railroad com- 
panies charge that shippers are using coal cars for the shipment 
of other products. 

Commissioner McChord issued subpoenas for the appearance 
as witnesses of railroad representatives who had failed to heed 
the call and he is making satisfactory progress in straightening 
out a serious situation. 


Paper Man Speaks for Railroad Co. 


Paper manufacturers of Middletown believe in taking an active 
hand in the settlement of questions coming up between the public 
and the railroads of that busy mill center. The past week, when 
the City Commission took up the matter of vacating part of Vine 
street for the benefit of the Big Four Railroad Company, the 
paper contingent was well represented. The meeting was called 
to order by a paper manufacturer, and when he called for remarks, 
after the proposition had been fully stated, E. T. Gardner of the 
Colin Gardner Paper Company was the first to take the floor. 
He declared that the C. C. C. & St. L. had always-given good 
service to his company and had always shown a disposition to 
be fair. He branded the allegation that there was a charge of 
$2 per car when taken on other roads was absolutely incorrect and 
that the Big Four charged only the same rate as is demanded 
by other lines. George Deiffenbach of this city was present and 
told of the company’s plans to give Middletown more complete 
freight service. Mr. Gardner said that Mr. Dieffenbach and his 
associates have the interests of Middletown at heart, as has been 
indicated by their work in the past, and he believed the city 













should give proper consideration to the railroad company’s 
request. The result of the meeting was the adoption of a resoly- 
tion expressing confidence in the ability of the City Commission 
t> settle the question with the Big Four for the best interests of 
the city.

Probably no two men in Ohio were more keenly interested in 
the outcome of the Yale-Princeton football game last Saturday 
than Col. H. E. Talbott of the Mead Pulp & Paper Company, and 
his Nelson Talbott. The latter was captain of the Yale 
team for several seasons and was a power in his place, left tackle, 
When the news showed that Yale was winning they were as 
enthusiastic as two youngsters.

He 
figured it at $63.12 per acre.

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News of the Mills 


The Berkshire Hills Paper Company is installing a new Marshall 
engine at its plant at Zylonite, Mass. This improvement will help 
increase the capacity of the plant. 

The Unity Paper Company is preparing to erect a large store- 
house at its mill in Depot street, Potsdam, N. Y. The proposed 
’ building will parallel the mill and will have a siding to permit 


easy shipping facilities. The warehouse will be built on land 
owned by the railroad. The company hopes to get it under way 
this fall. 


The work now in progress on the Smith Paper Company’s office 
building at Lee, Mass., will be completed about January 1, and 
the added story will make a much more pretentious building. The 
office will be in the upper story and will be arranged much more 
conveniently than the old office. The ground floor will be used 
as a storage for samples, and some of the more costly materials 
that are in almost constant demand in the mills and office. 


The Storm King Paper Company of Cornwall-on-Hudson, N. Y., 
formerly the Old Forge Paper Mill, is putting an extension to the 
works to be used as a storehouse. James P. O’Mara of Cornwall 
has the contract. This marks only one of the several noticeable 
improvements made at this mill within the last two or three years. 
Besides the new machinery installed and the new internal improve- 
ments, the boiler room has gone under repairs and an “L” con- 
structed there. 


The Eagle Paper Mills at Ballston, N. Y., which were operated 
for many years by the Union Bag and Paper Corporation of 
Hudson Falls and which were recently purchased by James A. 
Outterson of Carthage, representing the Carthage Pulp and Paper 
Company, resumed operations yesterday. In addition to pulp, the 
company will manufacture folding box board and similar grades of 
paper and board stock. It is reported that the property was bought 
for $10,000, which inciudes the mill, several houses and valuable 
woodland and water rights. 


While the actual manufacture of paper has not been started yet 
at the Westfield River Paper Company at Russell, Mass., oper- 
ations are about ready to begin and the company is increasing 
the number of its employees daily. Many of the men engaged by 
the company come from out of town and it is very difficult to 
find suitable accommodations for the newcomers. Some of the 
men have found temporary quarters and are boarding at various 
houses about town, but are looking about for tenements so they 
can bring their families to Russell. 


Why London “Times” Raises Price 


The London Times announces in the following terms that it will 
raise its price to three cents per copy: 

“Rather more than a hundred years ago, on the morrow of 
Waterloo, it became necessary to increase the price of the Times 
from sixpence halfpenny to sevenpence. The present management 
of the Times, having carefully examined the facts, the outlook and 
the cost of production, has come to the conclusion that it is neces- 
sary to increase the price from one penny to one penny halfpenny. 
The change takes effect Monday, November 20. 

“The net sale of the Times exceeds 200,000 copies a day. The 
great increase in the cost of production, especially in the cost of 
paper, has brought a loss on circulation of about £1,000 ($5,000) a 
week, The increase in the price of the paper on which the Times 
is printed since the beginning of the war has cost an additional 
£70,000 ($350,000) per annum. The management is therefore faced 
with a position where it must either reduce the size and eliminate 
some of the historical features or maintain the Times as it is and 


increase the price. The latter step has been decided upon. Papers 
sold for less than a penny must soon still further restrict their 
size or follow the example of the Times.” 


Japan in Paper Trade 


Wasuincton, November 20, 1916.—Japan has entered the indus- 
try of paper making on a scale that permits a large export of 
paper pulp to this country and India. Consul General Scid- 
more at Yokohama, in a dispatch to the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce, says that since the beginning of the 
war the industry has steadily increased and all circumstances 
favor its development after the cessation of hostilities. There 
are dense forests in Hokkaido and Karafuto where, with cheap 
labor, it has been possible to produce a constantly increasing 
output. The timber used is said to be excellent and coal and 
sulphur are cheap and available with a short railroad haul, 

Mr. Scidmore says that Japan has the advantage of the 
Scandinavian countries in the production of wood pulp and her 
export can therefore be relied on as a steady commodity. The 
market in Japan is slow, and demand never very strong, so 
that the export field affords a desirable outlet. Prices are 
below those in Sweden and Norway. Japan now imports no 
pulp and the Japanese manufacturers are able to compete in 
our pulp markets or even in those of Europe with distinct 
advantage, so far as cost prices are concerned. 


Great Northern Paper Co. Supplies Coal 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Mitirnocket, Me., November 21, 1916.—Millinocket people, who 
have been threatened with a coal famine because of the 
inability of local dealers to obtain fuel from Pennsylvania or 
anywhere else for the long, cold Winter that is ahead, are con- 
siderably relieved by the decision of the Great Northern Paper 
Company to assist them. The company will supply the com- 
munity with soft coal now and has a barge of hard coal on the 
way from Norfolk, Va., for the use of the town. The company 
will supply the coal at $10.50 a ton and even at this apparently 
high price, will drop $2,000 in the deal. Ninety per cent. of the 
townspeople being either employes or dependent upon the 
company and its workers, the Great Northern is naturally 
interested in keeping them from freezing this Winter and con- 
sidered it a duty to stave off the threatened famine. 


Finishing Work in Stationery Schedule 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., November 13, 1916.—The specifications 
committee, working on Class I., of the General Supply Committee, 
purchasing paper and other supplies for the executive depart- 
ments here, are rapidly finishing their work on Class I, which this 
year will contain only the stationery schedule. As before announced 
the paper schedule which is generally included in Class I will be 
issued a couple of months later as an amendment to the regular 
schedule. The committee is also completing its work on the 
specifications for drawing paper. 

No date has yet been set for the meeting of the. paper com- 
mittee. 


Philadelphia Sends Out Trade Information

Some interesting facts regarding the imports and exports of 
paper and paper-making material are disclosed in the monthly 
summary of foreign commerce of the United States, just issued 
by the government for September. 

The total exports of paper and manufactures of paper for 
September amounted to $3,463,803. This shows a considerable de- 
crease from August, when the figures were $4,364,018, but continues 
to maintain the figures at a considerably higher level than a 
year ago, the total exports for September, 1915, being $2,072,448. 
The total exports of paper and the manufactures of paper for 
the nine months ending with September amounted to $28,197,097, 
as compared with $15,855,073 for the same period in 1915, and 
$15,215,973 for the same period in 1914.

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Bags to the value of $99,809 were exported in September, as 
against $145,417 in August. Bags to the value of but $41,183 were 
sent abroad during September a year ago. These goods were 
exported to the value of $645,039 for the nine months ending with 
September, as compared with $350,994 for the same period jn 
1915, and $309,928 for the same period in 1914. 

The decrease in the exports of most other lines of paper for 
September, as compared with August, continues to be reflected in 
books and other printed matter, the figures in this line for the 
former month being but $844,868, as compared with $944,249 for 
the latter. The figures for September, 1915, were $679,038. These

Good Aduire on Car Situation 


As frequently pointed out recently in the Paper Trape JouR- 


NAL, the shortage of freight cars and the scarcity of coal are 
most 


among the serious problems that confront the paper 


trade just now. Everyone connected with the industry should 
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do all in his power to help solve these problems, and doubtiess 
with this thought in mind, C. H. Tiffany, traffic manager of the 
New England Paper & Pulp Traffic Association, Boston, has 
issued suggestions which should be carefully followed not only 
by its members but by the paper trade generally throughout 
the country. 

“Limit your less than carload shipping of paper outbound 
and raw material inbound as closely as possible,” advises Mr. 
Tiffany.

“If it is your custom to ship 6,000 lbs. daily, reduce 
Look over every one 
of the raw materials which you are receiving and instruct the 
shippers to raise the carload unit to the highest possible maxi- 
mum weight consistent with safety. If every paper manufac- 
turer in New England will do his part along these lines, our 
trade can handle its traffic in 80 per cent., perhaps less, of the 
cars that are being employed today in this service.” 

“The coal situation is a constant peril,” says Mr. Tiffany. 
“It is the bounden duty of every manufacturer to unload coal 
at once. My advices from the big coal roads, the Pennsylvania, 
New York Central and others, are to the effect that there is 
east of the Hudson River a heavy excess of coal cars above 
normal, and they are very slow returning. The mines of Penn- 
sylvania, as a whole, are producing certainly not more than 
60 per cent. of normal, largely owing to shortage of cars to 
move the coal. 

Mr. Tiffany in conclusion “most earnestly requests that the 
paper manufacturers of New England do everything possible 
along the lines indicated, and otherwise, to promote the effi-

O’Brien, in organizing the new company, propose to put in $70,000 
in capital and machinery. 

An option has been secured on the Wheelen property at Parker 
mill, and as soon as Mr. Sawyer completes his canvass for pledges 
on the proposed stock issue, steps will be taken for constructing a 
mill, which it is estimated will cost $40,000. 


Great Britain’s Paper Imports Decline 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 
Orrawa, Canada, November 21, 1916—There was a substantial 
decline in paper imports into Great Britain during September, the 
quantity being less than imported during any previous month of 


the current year, according to the report of Canadian Trade Com- 


. missioner J. E. Ray, stationed at Birmingham, made to the Depart- 


ment of Trade and Commerce during the past week. 

September’s imports were valued at $3,262,270, which is an 
increase of 28.3 per cent. over the value of paper imports the 
previous September. It is an illustration of the marked advances 
in prices to note that the decrease in quantity amounted to 32.8 
per cent. This is compared with September, 1914. 

For the first nine months of the current year Great Britain 
imported 509,434 tons of chemical and mechanical wood-pulp, Com- 
missioner Ray reported. The value was $24,730,070. This is a 
decrease in quantity over the nine months of 1914 of 216,497 tons, 
but an increase in value of $7,337,705. Paper imports for the same 
period this year totalled 7,873,706 cwts., and the value was $33,- 
838,055. Paper imports for the first nine months of 1914 were 
8,876,143 cwts., valued at $26,297,595. 


Oregon Pulp Mills Are Started 


Orecon City, Ore., November 8, 1916.—By the end of this week 
all the pulp mill of the Crown Willamette Paper Company will 
be running, and 200 more men will be employed in the mill. 
The Hawley Pulp & Paper Company will start up its pulp 
machines soon. 

One set of grinders and wet machines in the Crown Wil- 
lamette mills started up Monday morning, and another unit 
Tuesday morning. These machines are shut down during the 
Summer months, when the river is low. The Willamette is 
rising steadily, and the amount of power that can be developed 
here increasing with the Fall rains. 

Enough pulp is made during the Winter to keep the paper 
machines running in the Summer. 


May Build Mill at Olean, N. Y. 


Olean, N. Y., November 20, 1916.—Local capitalists are inter- 
ested in a proposal to establish a paper mill in Olean of seven 
tons daily capacity for the manufacture of print and wrapping 
papers. The plan of the company is to collect waste paper 
from cities in this immediate vicinity and by cutting out the 
middleman, pay prices which will assure their command of all 
the waste paper that they can use in combination with pulp for 
the manufacture of new paper. Tentative contracts have been 
made whereby enough paper is assured to supply three such 
mills as it is proposed to erect, the promoters claim.

Discoloration of Machine Wires 


Question No, 2358.— 

When a new wire is put on a machine I have noticed that it 
is bright but after it has been run a day or so that it has turned 
almost black. What causes this change in color and is it any 
indication of its quality? 

Answer No. 2358—A new wire becomes discolored very 
quickly after coming in contact with the paper on account of the 
chemicals used in the manufacture of paper. The degree of dis- 
coloration varies with the different makes of wires on account of 
the different compositions used. This is not any indication of 
quality. If you will keep close account of the next few wires 
that are put in you will notice that under ordinary conditions one 
wire will run just as long as another. 


Production of Rosin 


Question No. 2359.— 

May I trouble you to insert the following questions in your 
valuable “Questions and Answers Department”? 

Can you give the names of the products obtained during the 
production of rosin from crude turpentine? 

What is the highest temperature to which the rosin may be 
safely subjected during distillation? 

When the distillation is complete, is the residual rosin subjected 
to any other process of purification before it becomes the rosin 
of commerce. 

Answer No. 2359.—Rosin is the resinous constituent of the 
oleo-resin exuded by various species of pine, known in commerce 
as crude turpentine. The separation of the oleo-resin into the 
essential oil-spirit of turpentine and common resin is effected 
by distillation in large copper stills. These stills vary in capacity 
from ten to fifty barrels of crude turpentine. It is mounted on 
brick work and has a furnace underneath. Some water is run 
in after the still has been charged with the crude turpentine and 
the contents heated. The fire is increased gradually until the 
contents are heated to between 212 degrees and 316 degrees. Tliis 
temperature is maintained until the essential oil is carried off, 
leaving fluid rosin, which is run off through a tap at the bottom 
of the still, purified by passing through a straining wadding, and 
received into a vat, whence it is ladled into barrels ready for the 
market. 

Rosin varies in color, according to the age of the tree whence 
the turpentine is drawn, and the amount of heat applied in dis- 
tillation, from an opaque, almost pitchy black substance, through 
grades of brown and yellow to almost perfectly transparent color- 
less, glassy mass. _The commercial grades are numerous, ranging 
by letters from A, the darkest, to N, extra pale,—superior to 
which are W, “window glass,” and WW, “water white,” varieties, 
the latter having about three times the value of the common 
varieties. Resin is a very brittle and friable resin, with a faint 
piney odor, softening at about 176 degrees and melting completely 
at the temperature of boiling water 212 degrees). It dissolves 
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freely in ether, benzol and chloroform and to some extent in 
alcohol and fatty oils. 

Rosin is graded by a sample cube being cut from each barrel, 
There is a standard size to cut these cubes, as the thickness of the 
cubes determines the color and also the value. The determination 
of quality is simply a matter of comparison between the standard 
cubes and sample cubes. 


Bond Papers Advance in Toronto 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, November 20, 1916.—Bond papers held the center of 
interest today, when a general advance took place ranging all the 
way from % to 3 cents a pound. Among some of the advances by 
one mill were. From 14 to 14% cents; Colonial, white, 16 to 17 
cents ; tints, 1714 to 18% cents; Golden Rod, 19 to 20 cents; another 
line went up from 18 to 19 cents in white ; 1934 to 20% cents in tints, 
and 21% to 22% cents in Golden Rod. Some lines were advanced 
on a basis of 5 per, cent. Superfine linen, which was 25 cents plus 
10 per cent. being now 25 cents plus 15 per cent; and others hav- 
ing the percentage basis raised from 15 to 25. One well known 
mill raised its white from 14 cents to 16 cents, its tints from 15 
cents to 17 cents, and golden rod from 16 cents to 18 cents, or 2 
cents in each case. Ledgers, of course, went up on the same basis, 
one, for instance, from 16% to 17% cents. 


Profit Sharing at Norwich

Norwicu, Conn., November 20, 1916—The Arlington Company, 
which occupies the premises formerly occupied by the Hubbard 
Paper Company and later by the Norwich Paper Mills, has 
virtually granted its help an increase of 20 per cent. This is 
given to them in the shape of a cash bonus of 20 per cent. of 
their present wages. The company is paying standard wages 
and the increase puts its operatives on a high wage level, 
which they will doubtless highly appreciate. The new system 
dates from November 16. The company in notices announcing 
the good news also admonishes the help to lay up a part of 
the advance against the needs of a rainy day. 


Negotiations for Cheboygan Practically Completed 


Negotiations involving the purchase of the capital stock of the 
Cheboygan Paper Company by the Union Bag & Paper Cor- 
poration have been practically completed. The company has 
outstanding $500,000 of capital stock and the Union Bag & Paper 
Corporation has already secured control of a majority. There 
has been no actual transfer of the property to date, but the Union 
Bag & Paper Corporation expect to take it over in the near future.

Situation in Crepe Paper Is Said to Be Serious with Last of 
Available Stocks Going to the Consumer—Prices, It Is 
Reported, Are Due for Radical Advance Soon—Moser 
Paper Company Completes Number of Improvements in 
Its Shipping Room—Tuttle Press, of Appleton, Wis., Is 
Showing Snappy New Paper Specialties for the Holidays 
—Car Shortage Growing More Severe.

Cuicaco, November 20, 1916.—The crepe paper situation looks 
serious. All the concerns furnishing this article, as well as the 
paper specialty houses which use enormous quantities at this season 
of the year, declare that the last of available jobbing stocks are now 
going to the consumer. The price is due for a heavy advance within 
the next few weeks. Vivid colors are scarce, and the light tints 
predominate. The use of substitutes for the usual coal tar colors 
is said to have given very unsatisfactory results in crepe paper, on 
account of lack of uniformity. 

The Tuttle Press Company, of Appleton, Wis., which has offices 
in the Hearst Building, has come out with a number of snappy new 
paper specialties for the holidays. These consist of tissue and crepe 
paper decorations, done in new patterns at the mill of the company 
in Appleton. The usual big business is being done on the paper 
towel line of the company. 

E. U. Kimbark, of the Paper Mills Company, said on his return 
from an eastern road trip last week that paper trade conditions, if 
they are not any better, are at least no worse. He finds a strong 
undertone in the market demand, and declares, that as far as his 
company is concerned, little trouble is being experienced in getting 
paper shipments. 


Car Shortage Increasing 

The car shortage seemed to grow more severe last week, as com- 
plaints were more numerous than they have been. The selling 
agents for mills are now blaming the lack of cars for the failure of 
their mills to make scheduled shipments of paper. Although the 
harassed mill men may overplay this part of the situation, there 
is no question but that the car shortage is beginning to cause trouble 
for the mills in the Wisconsin and Michigan sectors. 

Arthur Bermingham, of the Bermingham & Prosser Company, 
made a trip to New York this week, stopping for a day at Kalama- 
zoo, Mich., where the comgany has a: warehouse. 

The affairs of the General. Paper & Twine Company, a coarse 
paper concern which failed several months ago, were recently 
wound up in the bankruptcy court. 

C. H. Phipps, of the Watab Pulp & Paper Company, Sartell, 
Minn., has returned to the mill following a few days spent in 
Chicago. 

Harry Joyce, Jr., of the Empire Paper Company, said the com- 
pany is closing a very prosperous year. Mr. Joyce regards the 
paper situation as uncertain in many respects, but believes that 
both mills and dealers have conducted themselves well under the 
conditions. He looks for an equally good or better year in 1917, 
if the end of the war or some other event does not throw the 
market into turmoil and wreck prices. 

W. N. Gillette, of the Chicago Paper Company, returned Satur- 
day from a business trip through the eastern states. Mr. Gillette 
is receiving the congratulations of his well wishers on his appoint- 
men to the secretaryship of the Western Paper Dealers’ Association.

Paper Co. Wipes Out Last Evidence of the Big Damage 
Caused by the Breaking of the Dam of This Company 
Last Summer—Riverview Coated Paper Co. Makes Im- 
provements About Its Plant—Frank H. Milham of Bryant 
Paper Co. in Movement to Bring About a Change of 
Government for Kalamazoo.

KALAMAzOO, Mich., November 20, 1916.—With the completion of 
the new concrete dam at the mill of the Monarch Paper Company 
the last bit of evidence of the big flood of last summer has been 
wiped away. It was the breaking of the old dam of the Monarch 
Paper Company which let the big wall of water rush down into 
the pond of the Milham Paper Company and caused such terrific 
damage. The new dam is of solid concrete and has been built 
to withstand pressure much greater than was carried by the 
high water of last summer. There is little chance of another 
such destructive flood as last summer. Not only has the Mon- 
arch built a new dam but other improvements have been made 
about the mill, a section of low ground just north of the build- 
ings has been filled in, a new concrete bridge has been erected 
along the Monarch mill road and the roadway greatly improved. 
The company is enjoying an exceptional business just at present, 
all of the machines running to full capacity. Peter King, the new 
superintendent, likes his new location, and has done much to 
better conditions throughout the mill. Many changes in the 
organization have also been made. Recently the mill produced 
the largest amount of paper ever made in a single day, over 
99,000 pounds having been manufactured in 24 hours. The 
average amount of paper now produced is about 80,000 pounds 
per day. 


Improvement at Riverview Mill 


To give the new mill a much better approach than it now has, 
the Riverview Coated Paper Company has just completed the 
construction of a new highway from East Avenue road to the 
mill. When the mill is completed this new road will give the 
company a much better route for heavy trucking than it now 
enjoys. Workmen are pushing the construction work as fast as 
possible on the new mill. 


Mr. Milham in Better Government Campaign 


The Kalamazoo Chamber of Commerce, of which Frank H. 
Milham of the Bryant Paper Company is president, has just 
launched a campaign to bring about a change of government for 
the city of Kalamazoo. It is the idea of the organization to do 
away with the present council system and run the city under the 
management form of government, which is said to have worked 
out well in other localities. It is probable that an effort will be 
made to have the issue voted upon next spring.

The only concern responding to the call was the American Writ- 
ing Paper Company. Arthur C. Hastings, president of the com- 
pany, called upon the superintendent of school supplies and sub- 
mitted different grades of samples. 

The samples suitable for educational purposes were selected 
and bids received. The result is that the Board of Education will 
be in a position to supply its schools with blank books and pads 
for 1917. The board had despaired of being able to do this. 

Mr. Hastings is to be congratulated because of his altruism in 
cooperating with the Board of Education. 

Because of Mr. Hastings’ work the Board of Education has been 
able to effect remarkable economy, considering the present paper 
market. 


New Rates from N. E. to Pacific Coast 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Horyoke, Mass., November 21, 1916.—Definite word was received 
by P. J. Dowd, manager of the Holyoke Traffic Bureau from the 
Interstate Commerce Commission this morning, calling attention 
to the fact that the Interstate Commerce Commission had fixed 
the new rates for increases of car load and less than car load lots 
of paper and paper products from Holyoke and other New England 
points to the Pacific coast cities. The new rates affect the classifi- 
cations spoken of elsewhere in the Holyoke Correspondence, and 
instead of the compromised rates being 20 cents on a car load as 
originally announced, the Interstate Commerce Commission has 
decided to further scale the rates and has agreed on a 10 cents per 
car load increase. Where 90 cents is now the charge, $1.00 will be 
charged and where 80 cents is now charged, the new rates will be 
90 cents, and so on. The increase in less than car load lots is 25 
cents. 


Canadian Magazines Use News Print 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Toronto, November 20.—Mention has been made of the increas« 
in prices of the big city dailies as a result of advances in the cost 
of paper. Some of the Canadian magazines are varying this by 
substituting news print for book, such as the Canadian Courier, 
a weekly, which dropped at the same time from 10 cents to 5 cents 
a copy. The Canadian Manufacturer, a monthly, tried out the 
news print, but has reverted to book again. Another monthly 
is reducing its price and coming out in news-print. 

Hamilton dailies are joining the procession and announce an 
advance to two cents a copy in the near future.

Progres- 
sion toward larger establishments, business on an ex- 
tensive scale, and concentration of manufacturing in 
certain favorable localities which had started during the 
preceding generation had become a marked feature of 
the period. Particular lines of development that were to 
dominate the industry until into the next century were 
clearly manifest and all else was giving way to this move- 
ment. Many things contributed to bring on this notable 
change in the business as a whole. 
placed the old hand process that, however admirable in 


Machinery had dis- 
results, was too slow for modern needs. New materials, 
straw, manilla and wood, had come in, or were about to 
come in, to help out the rag situation. Capital was re- 
covering from the financial panics and was seeking in- 
vestment. Foreign imports had not increased in propor- 
tion to the increase in population and home _ needs. 
Transportation facilities, which had, time, 
favorably affected the business were now substantial 
factors in it.

reasons Massachusetts, 
ware counties in Pennsylvania, and other places, were 
paper-manufacturing centers of importance and were 
growing. Jefferson, Niagara and Columbia counties in 
New York, Holyoke in Massachusetts, the Miami valley 
in Ohio, and Indiana, and Wisconsin, were about to 
be added to the list of places where branches of the in- 
dustry should be concentrated with many mills and big 
mills and on an unprecedented scale of production. The 
really great age of American paper-manufacturing was in 
sight although it was not fully to appear for nearly half 
a century. 

According to the census of 1860 there were five hundred 
and fifty-five paper mills in twenty-four states: Maine, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachussetts, Rhode Island, 
Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, Delaware, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, Iowa, 
Maryland, Virginia, Tennessee, Kentucky, Georgia, South 
Carolina, North Carolina and California. In New 
England were two hundred and four mills; in the middle 
states, two hundred and seventy-three; in the western 
states, fifty-three ; in the southern states, twenty-four, and 
in California, one. These ‘mills had a 
$14,052,683, employed six thousand five hundred and 
nineteen males and four thousand three hundred and 
ninety-two females and had an annual 
$21,216,802 which was an increase of more than one hun- 
dred per cent. upon the product in 1850. Of the total 
product, amounting to 253,778,240 pounds, printing paper 
was 131,508,000 pounds, writing 22,268,000 pounds, wrap- 
ping 33,379 tons, and lesser quantities of colored, bank- 
note, wall paper, straw board and other specialties. New 
Engiand produced to the value of .$10,502,069, nearly 
one half of the whole and more than was produced in the 
entire United States in 1850. Massachusetts alone 
ported a value of $6,170,127 as against $7,908,437 for the 
five middle states. About sixty-five per cent. of the entire 
amount of paper-stock came from domestic rags and

THE CLAFLIN ENGINEERING CO. “ANSASTER, 
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twelve per cent. from cotton waste, rope and bagging. 
The remainder was imported, the value of rags imported 
for 1860 being $1,540,224, an advance of $529,789 from 
1854 and of $791,517 from 1850. The paper product was 
greater in quantity than that made either in Great Britain 
or France and the consumption greater than the consump- 
tion in both those countries combined. 

A unique directory was made in 1864 by W. A. Brewer 
of New York city. It was simply a specially prepared 
blank book in which the information was written. Man- 
uscript copies of it were sold to subscribers and it was 
the first attempt at a directory in this field. The title was: 
Catalogue of Paper Manufacturers in the United States, 
Territories, Canada, etc., with the Statistics of the Mills, 
Compiled from Various Sources, 1864. A preface and a 
table of contents preceded the list of mills which were ar- 
ranged by states. Each page was divided into eleven 
columns the headings of which were: names of mills and 
proprietors or agents; town or city where located; de- 
scription of paper manufactured; engines, running time, 
cylinders, Fourdrinier machines; investment or capital 
employed in lands, buildings, machinery, etc; value of 
annual product ; number of hands employed; remarks. In 
the preface. under date of May, 1864, Mr. Brewer said: 

“A manuscript catalogue in the possession of a 
manufacturer formed the basis of this. But the 
compiler has been able to correct and make additions 
to the addresses of mills in about seventy instances, 
and, by personal interviews and correspondence with 
the proprietors of about three hundred mills, the sta- 
tistics have been corrected and added to in about five 
hundred instances. The columns denoting the invest- 
ment in lands, buildings and machinery and the value 
of annual product constitute an original feature, so 
that while the present work cannot be supposed to be 
entirely perfect it may be fairly considered to be the 
most accurate catalogue of paper manufacturers and 
mills now extant.” 

Despite its many inaccuracies and short-comings this 
book, undoubtedly, then served its purpose for the trade 
very well indeed and to-day it is exceedingly interesting 
and valuable as an historical document. Substantially it 
presents an account of the industry at the close of the 
civil war, such as could not now be derived from any 
other sources. According to Mr. Brewer there were then 
in the United States, paper-manufacturing concerns to 
the number of eight hundred and thirty-five, distributed 
as follows: Maine, sixteen; New Hampshire, thirty-one; 
Vermont, thirty-five; Massachusetts, one hundred and 
seventeen; Connecticut, seventy-eight; New York, two 
hundred and twenty-three; New Jersey, sixty-three; 
Delaware, three; Pennsylvania, one hundred and twenty- 
seven; Maryland, thirty-eight; Virginia, twelve; North 
Carolina, two; South Carolina, four; Georgia, two; Ten- 
nessee, five; Kentucky, two; Ohio, thirty-four ; Michigan, 


Indiana, fifteen; Illlinois, fifteen; Wisconsin, 
fifteen; Minnesota, one. 

In Maine the largest concern was Grant, Warren & Co., 
which was reported as having three Fourdrinier machines, 
the largest sixty-eight inches, a capital of $100,000, an 
annual product of $40,000 and one hundred employees 
A. C. Denison & Co. was listed with $100,000 capital and 
$150,000 annual output. Other concerns were in 
Mechanic Falls, Gardiner, Vassalboro, Hampden, South 
Orrington, Waterville, Portland, Belfast and Bloomfield 
Among them were Drake, Dwinal & Co., Richards & 
Hoskins, James Freeman & Co., George F. White & Co., 
Wm. Russell & Son and J. & B. Crosby & Co., strangely 
unfamiliar names a half century later. In New Hamp- 
shire there were mills in Manchester, Exeter, Newmarket 
Bennington, Claremont, Alstead, Holderness, Bristol, 
Franklin, Peterboro, Conway, Brentwood and Haverhill 
Only five of these thirteen places had mills fifty years 


later. Holderness, for example, which then had seven 


seven ; 


mills, was not on the paper-trade map in 1916. The names 
of all the thirty concerns listed had disappeared from the 
industry by that time. 

Asa Low in Bradford was the leading manufacturer in 
He had ten engines and three cylinder ma- 


Vermont. 
chines, thirty-two, thirty-four and forty-two inches wide 
and he made wrapping and printing papers. One lone 
Fourdrinier in the state was in the mill of G. Benton & 
Sons, Bennington, who had a capital of $40,000, employed 
thirty-six hands and annually produced paper to the value 
of $60,000. 

In the Massachusetts list of one hundred and seventeen 
firms we come upon names that were conspicuous in the 
annals down to much later times and some of them even 
into the opening years of the twentieth century: Crehore. 
Bird, Tileston, Rice, Hollingsworth, Russell, Curtis, 
Crocker, Burbank, Wheelwright, Smith, Parsons, South- 
worth, Greenleaf, Crane, Carson, Whitney, Warren 
Gould and Roberts. And the principal places listed— 
Newton Lower Falls, Walpole, Lawrence, Fitchburg, 
South Hadley Falls, Dalton, Lee, Watertown, Russell, 
Waltham, Westfield, North Leominster, Mittineague and 
Holyoke showed that the industry in this state has not 
abandoned its earlier homes, in these five decades, even 
though it has also over-flowed into other localities. All 
these Massachusetts mills seem to have been busy estab- 
lishments. Most of them were credited with making full 
time while some of them were running twelve, fourteen. 
fifteen and sixteen hours a day. 

In Connecticut the leading mills were in Manchester, 
Norwich, Hartford, East Hartford, Windsor Locks, 
South Manchester and Unionville and the leading manu- 
facturers were the Chelsea Manufacturing Company, N

& Co., W. & E. Bunce & Sons, Goodwin & Sheldon, 
Persee & Lirooks, C. H. Dexter, Converse, Chapman & 
Burbank, Platner & Porter, Case Brothers and H. E. 
Rogers. 

In New York state many of the mills reported were 
engaged in making paper from straw, especially in Colum- 
bia county where, in the town of Chatham alone, there 
were fourteen mills. Troy had six manufacturers, Milton 
five, Ballston Spa six, Little Falls seven and Watertown 
three. Nearly all the machines used were of the cylinder 
type, only seventeen Fourdriniers being reported for the 
state. Among the products were writing, straw-wrapping, 
strawboards, card, bonnet-boards, printings, “coarse” and 
hangings. 

Paper-mills in New Jersey were then in Morristown, 
Chatham, Bloomfield, Millburn, Springfield, New Pros- 
pect, Belleville and Trenton, only Morristown, Bloomfield 
and Millburn having lasted out the century as _paper- 
manufacturing localities and that too in minor rank. 
Singularly, with less than one-third the number of firms 
in the business, New Jersey had nearly as many Four- 


driniers at work as New York, thirteen as against seven 


teen; but still most of the machines were cylinders. 

The three concerns listed in Delaware were Curtis & 
Brother and R. Lysle in Newark and Jessup & Moore in 
Wilmington, but that omitted the ancient Sunny Dale mill 
of Francis Tempest in Beaver Valley. The Curtis, the 
Jessup & Moore and the Sunny Dale establishments have 
endured until 1916. In Maryland the majority of the 
mills were in Elkton, Union Meeting House and Freeland 

Only the names of the one hundred and twenty-seven 
firms in Pennsylvania are given, and their locations 
Foremost among these were J. M. Dowdie, Thomas K 
Amies, J. Duckett, J. M. Willcox & Co., E. C. & P. H 
Warren, Joseph Stilwagon and Martin C. Nixon of 
Philadelphia; Givins & Brown, Robinson & Co., W. B 
Mullen and S. & I. Lagg of Papertown; S. B. & C. P 
Markle and S. & P. Markle of West Newton; Wolff & 
Heyser, William & J. Heyser, Jacob Heyser, Lambert & 
Hubert and Stauffer, Strickles & Co. in Chambersburg ; 
J. Howard Lewis and Matthews in Darby ; Kempton 
& Mullin and Mullin & Son in Mt. Holly Springs; Martin 
Nixon, Joseph Duckett and Finour & Nixon in Manayunk 
This list, both as to names of firms and localities, is quite 
as noteworthy for its omissions as for those included in it 

In Ohio paper-making had been going on slowly sinc« 
its beginning before the middle of the century, but the 
industry there did not assume large proportions until 
about the time of the civil war and after. In the Miami 
valley, paper was made in one lone mill about 1840. Lo 
cated on the Miami river near Hamilton it was known 
by the name of its owner and operator, Thomas Graham 
The mill was run by water-power and had a varied prod 
uct, ruled and unruled writing, printing, white and blu 
lined bonnet boards, and wrappings.

Paper 

Although the past week has not witnessed any big change in 
the paper situation, the abnormal conditions tend to grow worse, 
gradually. The paper manufacturers are face to face with a 
serious difficulty in the way of delivering their product. Because 
of the car. shortage that has occurred in this country orders are 
not reaching the consumer in good time. This is a circumstance 
that the mills are not able to cope with. But some of the con- 
sumers would leave the impression that they are, as a few who 
are in desperate need of paper are offering to pay higher prices 
for immediate delivery. This action on the part of some consum- 
ers has the effect of boosting prices higher than ever. The mills’ 
reserve stocks are down to the floor and a week or two may see 
them entirely depleted. As far as can be ascertained practically 
every mill in this country has sold its output so far ahead that it 
is out of reason to try and place orders with them.. Orders are 
being filled from every day production and consequently all plants 
are being operated day and night. The outlook for the future 
doés not hold any promise of betterment of conditions. The pres- 
ent demand is expected to keep up and therefore, with raw 
materials and labor costing more than ever before, prices are 
expected to advance rather than decline. 

The offices of the big news print manufacturers are being con- 
tinually besieged by small armies of publishers who are endeavor- 
ing to learn the prices they will have to pay for contract renewals 
during the coming months of 1917. It has been learned on good 
authority that one prominent mill quoted an old customer $3.65 
f. o. b. mill for 1917 contract renewal. The consumption of news 
continues at an alarming rate and the supply remains very 
inadequate to meet the urgent demands of publishers. If the 
strong probability of the Canadian Government to levy export 
tax on their news print paper becomes a reality, the result will 
add another bad feature to the news situation. Apparently the 
past week has not been productive of any essential change in the 
print paper market, but the stringent conditions are gradually tak- 
ing on a more serious aspect as the days go by. Some slight 
advance in prices were made during the week. 

Tissue dealers report a continuation of the lull that has char- 
acterized this market for the past two weeks. Prices remain firm 
on a whole, but some advance figures have been quoted. Very 
few transaction$ on advance prices have been reported to date. 
But tissue men are anticipating unusual activities as soon as 
Thanksgiving is over.. They expect the advance guard of the big 
holiday rush to commence about December 1. White tissue is 
enjoying a fair demand today and this grade is obtaining excep- 
tionally good prices. Writing papers are enjoying a growing 
demand but the higher grades command such exorbitant prices 
that the demand is for the most part confined to the cheaper 
grades. The general tendency of this market is to advance. 
Bonds and ledgers continue in big demand and the book paper 
market is entirely sold up. Conditions in the board market 
remain steady but higher prices are anticipated as soon as the 
demand picks up, with the advent of the Christmas 
According to grades, wrappings have advanced slightly in price. 
They are experiencing unprecedented demand and the mills are 
hard put to turn out their orders. 

Sulphite 

At last the urgent demand that has been present in this market 
for such a lengthy period is beginning to show indications of 
slackening up. The reason for this is found in the sold-out condi- 


tions that exist in all of the domestic mills. Another potent fac- 
tor in the case is the small amount of foreign pulp that is being 


season. 


imported. Sulphite consumers who have any of the product on 
hand are refusing to pay the high prices asked at the present and 
expect to wait until the exhaustion of their supply forces them 
into the open market. Today's quotations on domestic bleached 
sulphite delivered range from $7.50 to $8.50. Foreign Bleached 
Sulphite, on dock, is quoted at $9 to $9.75. 
Sulphate 

The shortage existing in this market is a big factor in keeping 
down trading. The past week has not witnessed any material 
change in the sulphate situation. The mills have enough orders 
on hand to keep them busy for many days to come and they are 
exerting every ounce of power to catch up with their back orders, 
Prices on foreign pulp are purely nominal. Kraft pulp is being 
quoted at $6.25 to $7. 

Ground Wood 

It is practically impossible to place orders for this article. The 
demand increases as the shortage becomes worse. Consumers of 
this product are forced to rely on the every-day output of the 
mills, as their reserve supplies have been used up in their attempt 
to cope with the abnormal demand that has existed for some time 
past. Indications point strongly to the fact that prices are not 
yet as high as the near future will see them. The water drought 
that has been present in certain sections of Canada continues and 
adds another circumstance against the possible betterment of the 
ground wood situation. Quotations range around $36 to $38. 

Rags 

The hopeful feeling that has predominated in this market for 
the past few weeks has been strengthened. Rag dealers are antici- 
pating activities in this market for the near future. Roofings 
continue at about the same price. No. 1 Whites have not experi- 
enced any advance and still hold around 9@9%4. 

Bagging and Rope 

The bagging situation has not undergone any notable changes 
during the past seven days. Very little activity of any kind has 
been reported. The British embargo on manila rope has been 
lifted and because of this there is a movement on the part of 
some interests to spread a belief that the demand for this article 
will fall off. But in the opinion of those in authority to speak 
on the matter, the importations that will come in from England 
will not have the effect that some say it will have. 


Old Paper

ALUM.—AIl departments of this market continue to show firm 
ness. Chrome alum has advanced over last week’s price and is 
finding buyers at 25@30c. Dealers do not display any desire to 
quote next year’s prices. Potash alum holds at 6@6%. Ammonia 
alum ranges from 4@4¥c. 

BLANC FIXE.—The demand continues as strong as ever with 
a tendency to increase. The anticipated shortage because of the 
abnormal demand is practically at hand. So far there has been 
no report that prices have changed from their last week’s figures 
Quotations on blanc fixe range from $102 upwards. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Export shipment demand is reported 
active and the market for bleaching powder in small drums is 
advancing under light offerings. The majority of makers seem 
to have accepted all of the business that they care to handle. 
With the future market practically sold up prices are about 
nominal. The scarcity of export containers seems to grow worse 
Large drums on spot are finding a domestic outlet at 44%c. a 
pound. 

BRIMSTONE.—The difficulty being experienced in moving 
stocks from point of production continues to hold spot prices firm. 
The general tone of the market is steady. Unusual demand from 
various industrial sources continues active. There has been no 
change in prices from last week’s quotations. New York ship- 
ments are quoted at $30 per long ton. Baltimore shipments hold 
an advance of 50c. per ton. Spot is held for $35. 

CASEIN.—No material change has been registered in this 
market. The shortage conditions do not improve because of the 
partiality being shown to casein over substitutes formerly used. 
Prices reported range from 20@27c. per pound, according to 
grades. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—There is a good demand for home and 
foreign consumption reported im this market and sales for im- 
mediate shipment have been reported at 4%c. per pound for 76 
per cent flat. Producers are not naming prices for 1917 deliv- 
eries because of the sold-up condition of the market. 

CHINA CLAY.—Good inquiry for domestic grades continues 
Consumers are taking over stocks at a brisk rate and prospects 
appear excellent. 

ROSIN.—The prices in this market today show an advance in 
some grades of rosins. So far the demand has not become as 
active as anticipated. Southern reports are to the effect that 
markets in that section other than the Savannah market are 
very much firmer than they were a week ago. From now on it 
will be practically impossible to buy rosin cheaper below the port 
of Savannah than further north as has been the case. Quotations 
on different grades of rosin in local yards are quoted as follows: 
E., 6.95; F, 6.95; G, 7.00. . 

STARCH.—The following quotations were current last week.

B. starch No. 90 fluidity (hand packed), bag $3.85; bbl. $3.98; 
Crystal T. B. starch No. 90 fluidity (machine packed), bag $3.80, 
bbl. $3.89. 

SODA ASH.—Second hands report sales of light 58 per cent 
at 3%4c. per pound for immediate delivery. Because of the heavy 
contracts placed for 1917 producers are not inclined to accept new 
business. 

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA.—There has been no essential 
change in this market. Prices are quoted as follows: Iron Free 
ranges from 3@4%c. Commercial grades are quoted at 2@3c
